his site. 

Development plan: Hancock does 
not tell you what he sees for Alberta 
if he is leader. Dinning has com- 
ments on many areas (too many?) 
and Oberg clearly outlines three pri- 
ority issues. 

Values: Testimonials on the site sug- 
gest Dave is honest, competent and 
would make a good leader. 
Truthiness factor: Hancock comes 
off as “middle-of-the-road plus.” 
Summed up in a word (or two): 
Content-free. 








MOST MEDIOCRE; LYLE OBERG 
(WWW.LYLEOBERG.CA) 

Look and feel: Lyle Oberg’s 
mediocre site doesn’t have any 
“wow” factor. 

Development plan: So as if to com- 
pensate for the lack of any razzle 
dazzle, Oberg’s site does outline his 
major goals and plans for Alberta. 
Extra points for Oberg for his sup- 
port of Alberta cities! 

Values: Oberg suggests proactively 
addressing underlying causes of 
homelessness and support for work- 
ing poor. 
Truthiness factor: Is Oberg’s sup- 
port for the less fortunate genuine? 
Summed up in a word or two: To 


the point. 


STINKER SITE: TED MORTON 
(WWW.TEDMORTON.CA) 


Look and feel: Ted-Morton’s site is 
okay, but the direction, for a “pro- 
gressive conservative,” is regressive.

The RCMP further titillated the 
angry bull with more false informa- 
tion—including that Arar was in 
Washington on 9/11, even though 
he was actually in San Diego. Keen 
to learn more, the U.S. handed Arar 
over to Syria for torture and impris-

So far, Stephen Harper has 
declined to say whether he will 
heed O’Connor’s recommendation 
that Ottawa lodge formal protests 
with the United States and Syria. 
This is, surely, the least Harper must 
do to signal Canada is not willing to 
accept lawlessness in the name of 
fighting terror. 

But Harper knows a formal 
protest would infuriate Washington. 
And he has carefully cultivated 
close ties with the White House, sig- 
nalling, as he did on the fifth 
anniversary of 9/11, Canada’s full 
support for Bush's “war on terror.”

PETER SHAFFER’S PLAY EQUUS MAY BE 
33 years old, but its still packs a 
shockingly powerful theatrical 
punch, says James MacDonald, 
who's directing the Citadel's pro- 
duction of the contemporary classic. 

“This is one of those works that 
always has a strong reaction with 
audiences, with people always find- 
ing some reason to be shocked—be 
it the nudity or the complexity of the 
ideas,” says MacDonald. “There was 
a joke in the play’s early days that 


flicted classic more réle 


the English hated the play because it 
was cruel to horses while Americans 
hated the play because it was cruel 
to psychiatrists,” says the director. 

The play centres on 17-year-old 
Alan Strang, played by newcomer 
Anthony Johnston, a troubled 
young man who takes out his 
aggression against the world by 
blinding horses. 

Despite widespread public out- 
rage over the maiming, the boy is 
not sent to prison, but is instead 
handed over for evaluation to an 
overworked psychiatrist, Dr. Martin 
Dysart, played by Tom Wood (the 
actor who played Alan in the 1970s 
Citadel production). While Shaffer, 
the internationally renowned Eng- 
lish playwright whose theatrical hits 
include The Royal Hunt of the Sun and 
Amadeus, did initially base his fic- 





ns 


tional account on a real-life equine 
attack by a teenage boy in England, 
the play is far from documentary in 
its structure or tone. 

“There's not much in the way or 
props or sets called for in this play 
In fact, I don’t think you could 
mount this work in a realistic way 
It’s a pretty impressionist play,” says 
MacDonald. 


ACTION AND REACTION 

To that end, designer Bretta 
Gerecke and MacDonald wanted to 
underline Shaffer's assertion that the 
playing area of the show should 
reflect the spectatorial properties of 
“a court room, a boxing ring or an 
operating room.” Gerecke’s solution 
was to build the stage out into the 
auditorium (obliterating four rows 
of seats) and put arena-style, riser

seating where the back-end of the 
stage would usually be. 

“This play gives you the opportu- 
nity to build some startling visual 
images and sounds that you don’t 
often see on stage,” he says. 

That being said, MacDonald is 
quick to note that the play, for all its 
experimental ways, is a profoundly 
straightforward tale boasting a bevy 
of familiar themes, like the societal 
roles of medicine, the law, parent- 
hood, faith and young love 

“Shaffer used to write detective 
mysteries and you see that influence 
in this text,” says MacDonald. “He 
does what he calls the slow unfold- 
ing, where the story’s central mys- 
tery (the motives and circumstances 
behind the gruesome crime) is set 
out in a very deliberate fashion. 
Most of the play is told in flashbacks, 





so you have all these past events just 
boiling inside the characters for most 
of the play.” 

MacDonald is also impressed 
with the play’s long-lasting rele- 
vance, in particular it’s meditation 
on the nature of sensationalist 
crimes, mental health, and the com- 
portment we expect out of doctors 
and other medical professionals. 

“The recent shooting in Montreal 
leads us again to a very reactionary 
response like we see at the start of 
the play, but we still need to get 
underneath it all and ask where do 
these impulses come from, and is it 
better to lock people like Alan away 
or make the effort to try and heal 
them?” 


ALAN AND THE EVERYMAN 

The struggle that Dr. Dysart has 
remaining objective as he treats the 
boy was both a fascinating theatrical 
question and a dilemma that hit 
close to home for MacDonald. 

“My father is a palliative care 
physician and because of that has a 
lot of patients who die or are about 
to die. He can’t become 100 per cent 
involved with his patients because it 
would destroy him, but on the other 
hand, if he’s too detached he'll be 
criticized for being too cold. It’s that 
fine line of having to be detached 
enough but not being heartless,” he 
says. “In the play the doctor has to 
come to the realization that the boy 
doesn’t need a friend, he needs the 
doctor's healing skills.” 

Ultimately for MacDonald, the 
play’s biggest punch is in its dramat- 
ic assertion that any of us could 
potentially be in Alan’s shoes, had 
our own upbringing and personal 
circumstances just been a little bit 
different. 

“We were all influenced while 
growing up in ways that we didn’t 
recognize at the time but ultimately 
had a big impact on how we tumed 
out. The boy in the play just takes it 
to an extreme... the great thing about 
this play is that it can mean different 
things for different people. It allows 
the audience to do some work, ask 
some questions, and do some think- 
ing on their own.

RALPH KLEIN AS GAY MUSE? 
Inspiration’s come from stranger fig- 
ures, and the creative team of Crad- 
dock and Cuckow readily embrace 
the outgoing premier as their own 
private Calliope in their gay hip-hop 
musical Bash'd. 

Klein’s stance on same-sex mar- 
riage and the war in Iraq (among 
other things) simply scream to be 
satirized, and the duo, as Feminem 
(Nathan Cuckow) and T-Bag (Chris 
Craddock) are only too happy to 
take it on. 

“Once Klein started throwing out 
the war rhetoric, gay bashing in the 
province went up,” says Craddock. 
“That was our starting point for this 
show.” That lead to a realization of 
society's fragmentation. With races, 
orientations, and beliefs all battling 
for recognition, Craddock finds it 
frightening. “There is a militariza- 
tion of the community and it’s no 
way to make a political statement. 
Bashing just leads to more violence.” 

The hip-hop duo, through rhyme 
and tracks by Aaron Macni, chronicle 
the story of a gay couple. One is 
bashed and his partner decides to 
turn the tables on society in general 
by bashing straights in retaliation. 

“Tt really becomes a storytelling 
piece,” says Cuckow. “Hip-hop 
frames it, but the style of presenta- 
tion and the music send up violence 
and gangsterism.” The choice of 
music is deliberately political, since 
hip-hop is explicit, often hyper-mas- 
culine, and in the mainstream at 


least, often carries a whiff of misogy- 
ny and homophobia. 

“Tt started out as a political voice 
for the outsider from the streets,” 
muses Craddock. “It’s a natural evo- 
lution to a gay form because the 
community faces the same strug- 
gles.” For Cuckow, the sexual explic- 
it-ness of the form is interesting as 
well. “Missy Elliott is just as profane 
and explicit as her male counter- 
parts, but it’s viewed differently 
because she’s female. The question 
is, did she feel she had to sexualize 
herself to fit into a boys’ world? As 
gay rappers our explicit-ness should 
be viewed as neutral because of our 
status as an underclass.” 

Talking to the pair is like tapping 
into a high-speed political debate, as 


from their families with no support.” 
Craddock describes sexual orienta- 
tion as being “ground zero for 
humanism.” 

The show has its roots in what 
Cuckow calls a “one-note joke” at 
the Loud ’n’ Queer Cabaret. “Tt 
wasn't all my idea but I did gay rap 
as an experiment... It was very funny 
and well received but it began to 
expand into something with poten- 
tial.” At the same time, the 
actor/ playwrights began working 
on 3... 2... 1, and the burgeoning hip- 
hopera was put on hold. 3... 2... 1 
won a Sterling that year, and went 
on to play the Magnetic North Festi- 
val in 2005, which resulted in an 
upcoming tour to Ontario and the 
Yukon as well as a German lan-

ideas, philosophies, theories and 
opinions fly. Like their last show, 3... 
2... 1, Bash’d is an attack and con- 
demnation of the politics surround- 
ing sexuality, spirituality and civil 
rights. “The Gay Rights movement 
is close to the Civil Rights move- 
ment,” says Craddock. “They deal 
with the same problems, but while 
racism is blatant, homosexuality 
becomes a morality issue, portrayed 
as insidious. No one ever has to go. 
to their parents and say ‘Hey, I'm 
Asian!’ [Bigots] paint a picture of 
homosexuals as.drug addicted, into 
prostitution, promiscuous. They’re 
all problems that happen when 
young gay people are separated

guage production at Berlin’s Deutch- 
es Theatre in 2007. 

Craddock, Cuckow, and Macri 
turned their sights on Bash‘d again, 
and a version directed by Ron Jenk- 
ins was workshopped at the Spring- 
boards Festival this spring. The festi- 
val audience admittedly wasn’t the 
target demographic, but Cuckow 
says the audience accepted and 
loved the show. 

“They were drawn into the story. 
The text is fast and furious but legi- 
ble. We were so encouraged by what 
that older, straight audience got out 
of the love story. It should just tran- 
scend.”

HABITAT IS A BROKEN PEARL NECK- 
lace. Each element is lustrous, beau- 
tifully written, challenging, and 
intriguing. As it progresses, the 
cohesion disintegrates with the con- 
cluding scenes pattering to the floor 
in a drawn out conclusion. 

Theatre Network’s season opener 
is bracing fare. In writing Habitat, 
Canadian playwright Judith Thomp- 
son created an indictment of modern 
society's fascination with individual- 
ity, insularity, ove-consumption and 
distinct lack of caritas or compas- 
sion. She also puts the mother 
daughter relationship under a strong 
lens that burns even as it inexorably 
scrutinizes the myriad resentments 
and conflicts beneath the civilized 
skin. At times Habitat is incisive, 
mentally lacerating, and harsh, but 
as the scenes begin to wander, so 
does the intent. The climax becomes 
melodramatic rather than dramati-

cally searing. 

The opening is strong. A resentful, 
teenaged daughter, at her dying 
mother’s bedside, chafes at being 
there, planning to spend time with 
her friends and taking money from 
mums wallet for the “six allowances 
you owe me.” The troubled teen, 
Raine (Renaltta Bourque) eventually 
then ends up in Lewis Chance’s new 
group home in the affluent Ontario 
enclave of Etobicoke. 

Chance (Jeff Haslam) has his own 
demons, which influence his deter- 
mination to show “his” kids a better 
vision of life’s possibilities. He's in 
conflict with long-time resident Mar- 
garet and her daughter Janet (Chris- 
tine MacInnis). Will the disenfran- 
chised little people prevail over the 
entrenched, trenchantly privileged 
residents? The simple answer is: it’s 
a Judith Thompson play, so no one 
actually wins, but the journey is a 
rocky one, stepping into dangerous 
territory wherein there are no heroes 
and even the most philanthropic 
hero can be villainous. 

Copithorne’s production is crisp 
and incredibly organic. There is a 
sense of discovery onstage as the 
performers navigate Thompson’s 
perilous world. I suspect this is the 


sort of production wherein continual 
discovery will increase the dramatic 
mass, with closing night being infi- 
nitely more layered than the open- 
ing. The world is so real and the 
actors so immersed in it, that addi- 
tional nuances are inevitable. 

Set on an ashy heap of stones, 
Habitat features glowing perfor- 
mances that are troubling, ambiva- 
lent, wrenching. Renalta Bourque is 
an incredible discovery, with a talent 
that encompasses dramatic outpour- 
ings and impeccable comic timing. 
Her Raine is the embodiment of 
potential tragedy, but at the same 
time bears the seeds of hope. She is, 
both in style and portrayal, a bril- 
liant counterpoint to Maralyn Ryan’s 
Margaret. Ryan invests the bruised 
and contained Margaret with a 
soiled grace—she pulls off the near 
impossible feat of transforming this 
venal woman into a contemporary 
Madonna, sorrowing, and powerless 
to change the inevitable. Andrew 
Kushnir is simply delightful as 
Sparkle, and Jeff Haslam turns in 
another gorgeous performance as 
the beset Lewis Chance. He's intelli- 
gently compassionate and infuses 
great humanity into his role of 
flawed hero while Christine MacIn- 





nis achieves the near impossible, 
turning the self involved Janet into a 
sympathetic character. 

Director and cast serve this flawed 
play magnificently, and almost pull

EVEN AS I WAS TAKING MY SEAT AT 


the Varscona Theatre, I knew that 
The Tunnels of Little Chicago was not 
going to be your typical theatrical 
production. 

For starters, the crowd around me 
was way more rock ‘n’ roll cool than 
I was used to seeing at your typical 
opening night, though that in and of 
itself wasn’t really a surprise. 

One of the hits of the 2003 Fringe, 
everyone knows that this particular 
remount is a unique hybrid between 
a traditional theatre narrative (ably 
written by Leona Brausen, Briana 
Buckmaster, and Trevor Anderson, 
and charmingly performed by the 
first two talents) and a live, concert- 
esque original all-instrumental score 


by local surf punk trio The James T. 
Kirks (Ted Wright, Rob Wright, Silas 
Grenis). 

The crowd was obviously draw. 
ing.from both communities, aiming 
to see something on stage that 
would sit cooler-than-cool between 
the two entertainment solitudes. 

Given the polished and seamless 
nature of the production they saw 
that night, I’m guessing everybody 
left culturally and emotionally sated 
I know | did. 

Let's look at the show’s theatrical 
side first. 

The story for this little collabora- 
tive is based on a reality as outré as 
the production's extreme overall 
genre-bending. 

The titular tunnels are a network 
of real underground passageways 
that run throughout downtown 
Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan Dug in 
the early decades of the 20th century 
by persons mainly unknown (legend 
has it that head-tax escaping Chinese 
immigrants did the dirty work), the 
tunnels were supposedly used by 
bootleggers to facilitate the hooch

The ground is 
fertile—fraught with plenty of dra- 
matic tension and larded with wry 
humour. After all, Mrs. Klein has

net Ego, Super Ego and Id. 

Melanie Klein (Coralie Cairns) is 
largely unknown today but was a 
revolutionary force in the field of 
psychoanalysis. Dr. Melitta 
Schmideberg (Caorline Livingstone), 
her daughter, was her bitterest pro- 
fessional rival. Past resentments 
seethe between these two very for- 
midable women, and the addition of 
Paula (Lora Brovold) forms a bizarre 
triangle. Wright's dialogue is pithy, 
and the action of the play almost 
surreal as characters succumb to 
grief, rage and jealousy, only to 
analyse themselves or each other. 

Klein describes each breakdown 
as “a breakthrough in denial,” and 
tears as the excreta of the subcon- 
scious. It is an intelligently funny 





smuggling to Chicago during the 
US. prohibition. 

Legend also has it also that the 
biggest of all prohibition-era gang- 
sters, Al Capone, may have paid a

Abandoned and largely forgotten 
until the mid-’70s, the city subse- 
quently excavated the tunnel system 
(or at least a chunk of it) and turned 
it into a tacky tourist attraction com- 
plete with embroidered and ultra- 
kitschy “history,” which is where 
our little gem of a play fittingly 
unfolds. 

Buckmaster plays Danelle, an 
actress wannabe who’s just been 
hired as a tour guide in the tunnels 
back when they were first opened 
for tours in the late ‘90s. 

On her very first day at work 
Danelle is inexplicably hijacked by 
Carol, Brausen’s desperate, pill-pop- 


ping housewife, and is forced to give 


an ad-hoc tour that ends with the 
two of them lost in the tunnels, with 
only their anxieties and a few linger- 
ing ghosts for company. 

Befitting the elevated comedy 


take on the classic mother/daughter 
dynamic that transcends the usual 
sitcom interpretation. 

Arnold's production (also his 
MFA Directing thesis project) is 
blessed by the inspired casting. 
Cairns, Livingstone and Brovold 
bring a dynamic blend of energies to 
the Timms’ stage. As Klein, Cairns 
has a steely delicacy as she flits from 
role to role—hostess, doting mother, 
grieving woman, and psychoana- 
lyst. The juxtapositions are often 
hilarious and her contained charac- 
terization implodes upon the viewer 
as her defences are slowly eroded. 

Livingstone is a highly charismat- 
ic performer who brings both brash- 
ness and silent tragedy to her por- 
trayal. She's acid and acerbic, but 
Livingstone has a sensitivity that 
illuminates many of the motivations 
beneath Melitta’s inspired bitchery 
and Rotteweiler tendencies. Cairns 
and Livingstone collide in glorious 
conflict acting as incredibly effective

Befitting the postmodern realities 
of the work, the band was also called 
upon to do some surreal but signifi- 
cant little acting tasks in-between the 
playing of their lively and appropri- 
ately ethereal score, adding to the 
genre- and verisimilitude-bending 
nature of the show

dramatic foils for each other. Lora 
Brovold’s role as Paula is somewhat 
more enigmatic. There is a Teutonic 
implacability in her presence that is 
both malleable and adamant; Paula 
blows with the wind and while 
opportunistic Brovold does manage 
to make her compelling, her stillness 
becomes the pivot point for the bipo- 
lar mother /daughter relationship 
and grounds what could become an 
incredibly esoteric piece. One gets 
the feeling watching these three 
women that they each bring some- 
thing intensely personal to the work 

While the performances illumi- 
nate the stage, Arnold’s production 
is prey to some odd directorial choic- 
es and a halting tempo. 

The dynamics of each scene are 
beautifully rendered and are inter- 
esting to watch, but the chapters do 
not form a narrative whole. Energy 
doesn’t carry through the pauses 
between scenes, they simply stop. 
There is no indication beyond the

words of the characters that time is 
passing. Case in point, Klein leaves 
for Budapest and then, it appears, 
arrives back home a mere hour after 
her departure. 

Part of this is due to some serious 
flaws on the part of Snezana Pesic’s 
lighting design, but it is indicative of 
a pacing problem as well—the broad 
strokes are there, but none of the 
nuances of a grief stricken, sleep 
deprived, combative state. That 
atmosphere exists as a stated fact, 
but doesn’t permeate the proceed- 
ings. And why on earth the actors 
are asked to speak in “ferry Cher- 
man” accents is quite beyond me. 

However, Arnold has a shrewd 
understanding of the importance 
of casting and an eye for the poten- 
tial of contrasting acting styles ina 
production. See Mrs. Klein. You'll 
want to kiss your mother and then 
book some time on the nearest ana- 
lysts’ couch.

You Got It, Says Film Fest Director Kerrie Long

y now it’s easy to visualize Kerrie Long 
B in her position as producer of the 

Edmonton International Film Festi- 
val—but it wasn’t always so. 

Instead, picture Long at the accounting divi- 
sion of Access Television, listening to the man 
who hired her shake his head and declare “you 
don't fit in with this department.” 

It's true. The year was 1988, and Long—fresh 
from the NWT, where she had lived for three 
years with her husband and two children—was 
stealthily planning her move to the creative 
side. 

“| was taking vacation time to go out on set 
and watch how things were done,” she recalls. 

“It was pretty obvious I wanted to do more 
than accounting.” 

She essentially brazened her way upwards 
on the ladder at Access, eventually hooking up 
with Frame 30 Productions, where she learned 
the nuts and bolts of producing. 

“| was really lucky to be in television at a 
time when you could go up the ranks without 
a certificate or degree.” 

Long's career in producing—most recently 
a documentary on religious figure Emmanuel 
Swedenborg, another one currently in the 
works on a transglobal car race in 1908—was 
curtailed when she signed on with the newly 
rechristened EIFF the year after the festival 
rebooted from its run as Local Heroes 

It was, as she readily admits, a tough 
period—the festival had fallen on hard times 
after being taken off the National Screen 
Institute lifeline—and she actually quit two 
months before last year’s festival, frustrated at 
the accumulated debt 
and lack of money. 
At an emergency 
board meeting : Pore 
she was talked 


out of leaving, with board members agreeing 
to give her more freedom to define the vision 


Names Are Pricey 
That vision is slowly being articulated 

With the Edmonton International Film Festi- 
val, she's inherited an organization that’s clear- 
ly still finding its feet. Lacking the cash flow 
guaranteed from being linked to the NSI—the 
EIFF works with a budget of $52,000, all City 
of Edmonton funding—Long and company 
have had to rethink the parameters of the 20 
year old festival. 

“We're working really hard to survey the 
people who come—in terms of what they want, 
and what they expect of the festival. The 
reason we're doing this is that we don’t want 
to work hard on this festival and have Edmon- 
tonians go, y’know—'l really only want two 
films twice a day.’ That's the info we're looking 
for. We want to find out if Edmontonians 
only want two theatres available to them, or if 
celebrities aren't a big deal, or that getting up 
close and personal with the filmmakers isn't 
important.” 

The festival has always had a tradition of 
flying in internationally known filmmak- 
ers—from Werner Herzog to Norman Jewison, 
Costa Gravas to John Landis. Impressive 
names in the world of cinema, but expensive; 
bringing in such figures can eat up the budget 
quickly, especially if the name doesn’t guar- 
antee audiences. Last year had restored prints 
of cinéma vérité classics Grey Gardens and 
Salesman playing, along with an appearance 
from their iconic director, Albert Maysles.

“The films weren't very well attended,” she 
admits. “Possibly because they were already 
out on DVD, but we did do an after party 
and Maysles was a superstar. He had women 
surrounding him, he was doing one armed 
pushups at one in the morning—for a man that 
age he's amazing, and he loves women.” 

Long's continuing connection with Frame 
30 has helped with determining the direction 
of the €IFF—she attended this year’s Berlin 
Film Festival as a side benefit of scouting 
interviews for the racing documentary. 

“You have 10 theatres—the festival starts at 
9:00 am, the last films are at 11:00 pm; there 
are 600 films to choose from. It's apparently a 
lot like that at the Toronto festival as well.” 


Can You Feel It? 


“The question is, do Edmontonians want that 


much, or should we be monitoring what's 
going on at those festivals and bring them a 
smaller version of what goes on? Should we 
be seeing what's hot and snapping up features 
that way?” 

The experimenting continues—last year the 
€IFF offered up 37 feature films and 35 short 
films; this year the festival is presenting some 
46 features, and 61 short films. 

Long says that last year's ticket sales came 
close to doubling from the year before, and 
that advance ticket sales this year were brisk— 
that’s a vote of confidence for a festival where 
the lineup hadn’t even been announced yet. 

“It feels like the energy is up,” she states. 


“Have you been to City Centre mall? We're in 


our second year partnering with them, and 
they've done a great job of alerting people to 
the festival. It feels like people know there's a 
festival coming, that there’s some excitement 
in the air.”

Brocket 99 unspools notorious racist tape

SOMETIME IN THE MID-1980S, SOME 
professional radio people in or 
around Lethbridge got together in a 
recording studio and, for a lark, pro- 
duced a morning show parody that 
became known as Brocket 99, named 
fora small community along High- 
way 3 in southern Alberta, in the 
heart of the Peigan Nation. The 90- 
minute show mixed weather 
reports, real advertisements, and 
classic rock anthems with ad-libbed 
on-air banter that channeled all the 
racist stereotypes surrounding Abo- 
riginal peoples—host Emie Scar and 
his colleagues are drunken, violent, 
ignorant, and unemployable, living 
off government hand-outs and curs- 
ing whitey for their problems 

Though the identities of its cre- 
ators remain unknown, Brocket 99 
became widespread phenomenon 
and cultural in-joke, spilling over the 
boundaries of the region it cruelly 
caricatured and finding audiences 
all over Canada, and even farther 
afield, For whatever reason, people 
felt compelled to take the bootleg 
and make copies for their friends, to 
the point that Brocket 99 has become 
a common cultural experience for 
many western Canadians. 

Filmmaker Nilesh Patel remem- 
bers hearing the tape as a high 
school kid in Prince George, B.C. 
and can account for its popularity 
among his peers at the time. 

“I never owned the tape or ran 
around playing it, but it was some- 
thing that always popped up as 
years went by—like, people would 
have little sayings from it,” he says. 
“When | was in high school I found 
parts of it funny... The jokes are pret- 
ty racist, but they’re just a low form 
of vulgar humour, so if you're play- 
ing that to teenage boys, that’s the 
level of Brocket 99’s humour for 
sure.” 


TRAINED IN TALKING TO 
REDNECKS 

But Patel always wondered how 
Brocket 99 became a secret cultural 
touchstone. 


“What was interesting to me was 
that the tape wasn’t sold, wasn’t 
marketed, had no distribution, and 
yet people spread it around of their 
own volition, way before the 
Internet existed. So I decided it was 
important to figure out why people 
were listening to it, what caught 
their interest,” Patel says. “It has 
appeal across many ages and geo- 
graphical areas, butit’s really refer- 
encing a specific region and people, 
which really says something about 
attitudes toward Native people.” 

Patel decided to investigate the 
tape’s impact and how it reflects on 
the current relationship between 
Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal peo- 
ple in southern Alberta. The result is 
Brocket 99: Rockin’ the Country, a doc- 
umentary debuting at the Edmonton 
International Film Festival. 

“1 did a research trip a year ahead 
of going to shoot the film and found 
that this is a conversation that’s just 
simmering in southern Alberta, if 
not all over Canada. People really do 
want to talk about this in some 
Way.” 

With a camera crew in tow, Patel 
set out in the summer of 2005 on a 
six-week road trip from Kelowna to 
Brocket, stopping in Calgary, Leth- 
bridge, and a few of Alberta’s sum- 
mer celebrations to talk to people 
about Brocket 99. 

The resulting film mixes land- 
scape imagery worthy of a travel 
brochure with unexpurgated inter- 
views with people from all walks of 
life who know and love/hate the 
tape. Patel said there were doubts 
among his crew that a brown man 
with a camera would be able to get 
strangers to talk openly about such a 
touchy subject. 

“T grew up ina hillbilly town— 
that was good preparation for talk- 
ing to people for this movie. It’s 
funny because the other guys were 
like, ‘How are you going to get peo- 
ple to talk to you?’ And I said, ‘4 
have the feeling the places we‘re 
going are a lot like where I grew up 
and | know how to talk to these peo- 
ple.” 

In some cases, Patel allows his 


subjects to hold forth at length, a 
strategy that let them reveal the con- 
tradictions, conflicts, and prejudices 
that inform their attitudes. The 
owner of a Lethbridge-based Brocket 
99 fan website professes his own tol- 
erance at first, but the more he talks, 
the more it becomes clear that he res- 
onates with the parody’s most racist 
assumptions. “The sad part is, some 
people who laugh at Brocket 99 have 
NO positive experiences of Aborigi- 
nal people,” Patel says. 


MEDIA FEEDS PREJUDICE 

This is not Patel’s first attempt to 
engage with and comment on cul- 
tural stereotypes. His short film, 7 to 
11 Indian, portrayed two Indo-Cana- 
dian would-be actors who, despite 
their ambition and versatility, are 
endlessly typecast as convenience 
store clerks. Patel also worked for 
the National Film Board for two 
years as director of their Reel Diver- 
sity documentary initiative. 

Patel says he had to make a deci- 
sion early on in production about 
whether he would try to reveal the 
identities of the people who made 
the original Brocket 99 tapes. 

“As for who did make it, it’s pret- 
ty easy to figure out if you wanted 
to. From talking to people in Leth- 
bridge, radio and news people, the 
clues all point to a few people. But 
you're never going to get them to 
admit it. And that story, I don’t 
value it very much.” 

Patel says he doesn’t know 
whether Brocket 99 the documen- 
tary will have as far-reaching an 
impact as Brocket 99 the radio paro- 
dy, but he says that the media that 
feeds racial and cultural assump- 
tions is a good place to start combat- 
ting stereotypes. 

“There aren't any Aboriginals in 
Newfoundland, so why did Uncle 
Bob in Alberta send Uncle Bill in St. 
John’s a copy of Brocket 99, saying, I 
think you'll really like this’? There’s 
no relationship there [with Aborigi- 
nal people] other than through 
media, where they only get stories of 
political battles or get the social 
crises of substance abuse and crime, 
or they get a totally romanticized, 
dramatic view,” he says. “The film is 
a document of where we are in this 
relationship today—not post-tradi- 
tional, not post-colonial, but right 
now.”

ends, and a That Thing You Do! flair 
for song repetition. Brothers tries 
hard to be an insightful “retrospec- 
tive,” using the different tricks of the

A SMALL AND GRITTY, YET 
powerfully understated fable about 
the power of art, El Violin is certainly 
a beautiful film to look at, although 
it is occasionally difficult to watch. 
Set in Mexico, it follows the story of 
an old man, Don Plutarco Hidalgo 
(Don Angel Tavira), the father of a 
native rebel leader, who strikes up a 
mildly antagonistic relationship with 
an army captain (Dagoberto Gama) 
intent on quashing insurrection 
based on their mutual love for tradi- 
tional music. Shot in murky black 
and white and, for the most part, set 
outdoors, the visuals are a some- 
thing of a cross between grainy secu- 
rity-cam style footage and the pho- 
tographs of Tina Modotti, and pro- 
vide both an atmospheric sense of 
the meaning of the land that the 
rebels are fighting to reclaim, and a 
human geography by which their 
faces also become maps of the land- 
scape, intricately linked to their par- 
ticular time and place. For many 
viewers, the specific political context 
may remain something of a mystery, 
and the film is, unfortunately, some- 
what difficult to follow without this 
crucial background knowledge. Yet 
its can still be relished for what it 
says about the importance of music 
to a disenfranchised people.

EVEN IN THE DAYS WHEN 
Hollywood held on to the shred of a 
dream, visible beyond its desert 
landscape and the gritty real estate 
developers who erected the sign 
“Hollywoodland,” opportunists in 
the movie business readily con- 
scripted talented individuals to cre- 
ate work in the name of making that 
next “big” picture. 

The shift of F.W. Murnau is sucha 
case. Already regarded as one of the 
key figures of the German expres- 
sionist movement, Murnau was 
lured to Hollywood to make movies 
along with his counterparts Fritz 
Lang and Ernst Lubitsch. 

Produced at the cusp of the birth 
of the “talkie,” Sunrise ranks as one 
of Murnau’s most beautiful achieve- 
ments. Though not as overtly cryptic 
as some of his other work, the film 
grapples with the fatal flaws of 
human nature, and suggests in its 
symbolism the inevitable corrosion 
of society through urban living. 

The irony of this symbolism is not 
lost when you consider that Murnau 
made Sunrise in 1927, just as the 
sleeping lion that is present day Los 
Angeles began to stir. 

The film tells the story of how a 
married man is corrupted by a 
woman from the city, and is,eventu- 
ally persuaded to murder his wife. 
However, as in the world of Shake- 
speare, the actually killing is the easy 
part, and the twisted emotions that 
follow are where the real drama 
unfolds. 

Using wild camera angles and 
superimposing images onto each 


other, Murnau creates a sweepingly 
surreal world in Sunrise. The film 
won three Oscars, including one for 
best Unique and Artistic Picture. 
Composer Dave Clarke foisted a 
deliciously macabre calling card 
onto unsuspecting audiences when 
he put together a three-piece ensem- 
ble a handful of years ago, and per- 
formed a live score with fittingly 
eerie voice and synthesizer pieces for 
The Cabinet of Doctor Caligari at Metro 


“The first half an hour or so is 
really expressionist in nature along 
with the last 20 minutes; the middle 
act is almost slapstick in a Holly- 
wood kind of way.” 

According to Clarke, his motiva- 
tion for creating a new score for Sun- 
rise came out of actually seeing a 
restored version of the film, and 
though he loved the fairytale-like 
quality of the picture, he suggests, “I 
thought the music could renew the

Cinema. For this new undertaking, 
Clarke indicates there is a much 
broader palett of colours required, 
“There are more emotional moments 
in this film, more textures—betrayal 
and forgiveness.” 

Clarke also says part of the chal- 
lenge of setting music to Sunrise is 
the hybrid of cultures stirred into the 
mix.

GRAIN IN EAR FOLLOWS THE TALE OF

This 
contrasts with the warmth and the 
sorrow of Cui’s story and brings it 
into sharper focus.

DENIS DERCOURT’S LA TOURNEUSE DE 
pages is the kind of film Claude 
Chabrol might have made before he 
became as impossibly and massively 
self-indulgent as his nouvelle vague 
compatriot Jean Luc Godard. With 
its “slow-burm” examination of cre- 
ative neuroses and unhealthy rela- 
tionships, marked by unsettling 
undercurrents of lesbianism and 
homicidal psychosis, it reworks 
many of the classic Chabrolian 
themes, and is, at times, admittedly 
more than reminiscent of films like 
Les Biches and Le Boucher. The key 
difference is that Dercourt’s film 
manages to be strangely intense and 
unsettling in a way that Chabrol’s 
films have not been for many years. 
Part of this may be due to the fact 
that Déborah Frangois, the angelic 
star of the Dardenne brothers’ 
L’Enfant, turns in a performance of 
exquisitely twisted intensity as the 
failed music student seemingly 
intent upon avenging the snub 
inherent in the general indifference 
of famous pianist Ariane 
Fouchecourt (Catherine Frot) to her 
audition performance for the Con- 
servatoire. Moreover, Catherine 
Frot’s by turns self-regarding and 
self-effacing turn as the monstre 
sacré Ariane is entirely riveting.

IT APPEARS THAT MEN ARE STILL 
confused about their role in a post- 
feminist world. The old models of 
masculinity—man as the top of the 
food chain, man as conqueror— 
don’t work anymore. But what to 
replace it with? What does it take for 
a man to be successful in the 21st 
Century? And, perhaps more impor- 
tantly, what does it take to woo a 
woman? 

The idea of a sure-win formula is 
irresistible to some kinds of men. 
Books like The Game: Penetrating the 


Secret Society of Pickup Artists outline 
the techniques of master seducers, 
and even though it sounds kind of 
sleazy, even women are fascinated 
by the idea that a girl-getting tech- 
nique can be perfected, learned, and 
deployed. 

School For Scoundrels is based on 
the premise that a perfectly nice guy 
(with less than’Smooth moves) can 
be taught to be a ladykiller. Roger 
(on Heder, the guy who played 
Napoleon Dynamite) is a well-mean- 
ing young fella who just can’t seem 
to catch a break. He's bullied by the 
public and his coworkers at his job 
as a meter maid. Girls think he’s nice 
but weird. The final straw: he volun- 
teers to be a Big Brother, and his Lit- 





tle Brother dumps him. 
Enter Dr. P (Billy Bob Thorton), a 
mysterious man who teaches a 





himself at work, and he finally gets 
the nerve to ask his pretty neighbour 
Amanda (Jacinda Barrett) on a date. 





made. But under the laws of the jun- 
gle, there can only be one king, and 
Dr. P can’t stand the challenge to his 
status. Suddenly, Roger finds him- 
self having to compete for the affec- 
tions of the girl, no holds barred. 
You'd think that at some point the 
movie would question the idea of 
such lowest-common-denominator 
concepts of masculinity. What Dr. P 


s teaching is how to turn those who 


have been bullied into bullies. He’s 
not really training them to be men, 
but producing henchmen who sup- 
port his ideology, while never allow- 
ing them free will or a conscience— 
which are, after all, the real hall- 
marks of humanity. And it should 
be obvious that-we're only talking 
about heterosexual males here. 
There's no room for diversity or flex- 
ibility, unless you're talking about 
rape—with Lesher (Michael Clarke 
Duncan), a large black man, perpe- 
trating that crime against tender 
white bottoms. There’s a mess of 
sexual and racial stereotypes if there 
ever was one! 

It should be noted that this movie 
is a remake of a 1960 British film, 
which is itself based on a series of 
real-life self-help books from that 
time that promise you the ability to 
“win without actually cheating.” 

Maybe that’s why the 2006 ver- 
sion seems so retro in its values. All 
the military-style barking of orders, 
the demand for conformity, the val- 
ourization of winning at all costs 
combined with the loss of compas- 
sion for the weak—while Roger 
eventually gets his fellow former 
beta males to join him in his fight

CURSE YOU, PATRICIA CLARKSON! 
You're barely on screen for more 
than 10 minutes but you manage to 
scuttle Steve Zaillian’s adaptation of 
Robert Penn Warren's All the King’s 
Men, which follows the rise of a 
1940s Louisiana politician from prim 
civic bureacrat to corrupt, crapulent 
demagogue. Ina film top-heavy 
with big name talent, most of whom 
spend the movie grappling with il- 
fitting southern drawls, it only takes 


a convincing performance by soime-:

_. Sean Penn stars as Willie a- 


’ teetotalling county treasurer who:

Penn emotes for all he’s worth to 
the point that you want to tie his 
arms behind his back to keep him 
from waving them around every 
time he opens his mouth, but even 
he is not as distracting as Ruffalo, 
who wears an embarrassed look—I 
think it’s supposed to convey emo- 
tional fragility—like he’s sombled 
into the wrong movie and he’s just 
playing along until he can find the 
exit. In case you aren’t glutted with 
famous faces sporting their hayseed 
accents like poorly glued rubber 
noses, 

James Gandolfini also struts his 
stuff as a half-wit lieutenant gover- 
nor who gets tossed in pig feces.

Jackass: Number Two teaches a lot 
of valuable life lessons. Through 
their “teaching by having idiots do 
it,” I've learned helpful hints such as 
“don’t run into walls” and even such 
advanced lessons as “bulls will hurt 
you” or “dressing your penis up as a 
rat and then teasing a snake with it 
also hurts.” 

The film is the same format as the 
previous movie and the TV show 
were: videos of morons are spliced 
together like a skate video. Scenes 
are assembled somewhat randomly, 
but with the idea that there should 
be some kind of progression 
towards bigger, better, and more 
dangerous /outrageous stunts. 

Some scenes are elaborate skits 
with costumes, names and set-ups, 
while others are just short sudden 
moments captured by the camera. 

There is no theme, thought, or 
meaning.

Are the skits more extreme this 


time? Some are, but on the whole the 
film feels a little forced by the last 
half hour. 

There are only so many ways you 
can abuse your body, and these guys 
seem like they are dragging out 
what they have. The scenes feel 
longer and the whole film’s pace 
seems slower than last time. That’s 
bad because it allows for the audi- 
ence to have some personal reflec- 
tion time... and that means time to 
feel ashamed, for some of us.

1 SPEND QUITE A BIT OF TIME OVER AT 
the Italian center buying various 
fatty meats, and just poking around 
in general, but I've never really paid 
attention to the restaurants in the 
neighbourhood. So when I was 
down in the area last week, I 
thought that I'd pop into Santos 
based on a recommendation from 
my brother-in-law who reportedly 
has darkened Santos’ doorway on 
occasion with some “Italian guys 
from work.” 

He failed to mention that on first 
impression the restaurant and bar 
seems to be a cover fora large off- 
track betting operation. 

Undaunted, we found a table and 
settled in. It’s a funny place. There’s 
a betting window in the back, and 
they have a separate dining room 


partitioned off with glass windows 
giving ita fishbowl feel. I suspect it 
was the non-smoking part of the 
restaurant, and the windows were 
necessary so that folks in there could 
keep track of the ponies on the TV’s 
on the lounge side. 

Nona chose the eggplant sand- 
Wich ($7), while I hummed and 
hawed between the linguini car- 
bonara and the sausage sandwich. 
Part of the... well, I won’t say it’s a 
problem because I think most places 
err too far in the opposite direction... 
But at Santos there are virtually no 
descriptors on the menu. The 
sausage sandwich simply reads 
“Sausage sandwich” ($7). So I asked 
the waitress which item she thought 
was better. 

Ina strange combination of sweet- 
ness mixed with urgency she blurted 
out, “I've never had the Carbonara, 
but I like the sausage... It comes with 


Rapini. If you like Rapini, get the 
sausage,” and off she went. Rapini is 
also sometimes called Broccoletti, 
although it isn’t related to broccoli, 
but I like Rapini so I ordered the 
sausage. I think this pleased the 
waitress in a minor way. 

I really got a kick out of her. She 
worked the room well, but definitely 
did it in her own way. Customers 
would walk in and she'd catch a 
glimpse of them in a mirror and 
shout things like “Grab a seat 
cousin,” or “You can sit anywhere 
but the big table.” A youngish look- 
ing girl came in and was greeted 
with a polite but definite shout of 
“Hey... Are you 18?” 

Somewhere in the recesses of the 
kitchen a bell rang signaling our 
food was ready and the waitress 
shouted back “Would you tell him 
to knock it off!”; yet seconds later, 
she was at our table smiling and 


putting the plates down while 
shouting to some figure she spotted 
in the mirror, “Hey, why don’t you 
sit at the bar?” 

My sandwich was... just like heav- 
en. There was a nice spicy sausage 
split and laid out on top of the Rapi- 
ni, which had been sautéed and 
mixed with cheese. All of that was 
topped with a great marinara sauce 
and when I say great I mean, 
“Mama mia! What are you kiddin 
me?” And don’t even get me started 
on the bun... Moist, warm, chewy 
forget about it. It was excellent 

The Caesar salad that came with 
it, however ($1.50 extra I think), was 


the complete antithesis of the sand 
wich. It was gobbed with a thick 
creamy dressing and came with 


commercially produced croutons 
and simulated bacon bits, tossed 
with some dodgy bits of sc 4 
romaine. Now don’t get me wrong, | 








ate it (and most of Nona’‘s) but next 
to the sandwiches—which were 
gooo0... ood—it didn’t stand a 
chance. 

When our waitress stopped by to 
check on our meal, she didn’t ask us 
the standard “How’s everything” 
question. Instead, she kind of flew 
by inspecting over her shoulder and 
barking, “What's going on over 
here? You like that sandwich?” 

I think what exemplified our San- 
tos experience came at the end of our 
meal when we ordered a cappuccino 
and an espresso. Our waitress con- 
sidered our order, said, “Great...” 
then turned her head slightly with- 
out flinching and yelled at the top of 
her lungs—“Joe... Give me a cappuc- 
cino and an espresso.” 

I laughed and said, “I could have 
done that...” 

To be honest, it probably 
would've been fine if I’d shouted it 
to Joe myself (Although you'd want 
to be careful—Joe’s a mountain of a 
man). But the point is, you can’t help 
but feel like one of the somewhat 
dysfunctional family at Santos. I’m

success in 2004, Hamilton's Junior 
Boys aren't flying a private jet 
around North America to tour their 
latest, So This Is Goodbye. 

“We are ina bus this time as 
opposed to being in a van for seven 
weeks with Caribou,” laughs Matt 
Didemus on the phone between 
soundchecks in New Orleans. “Any- 
thing that could go wrong went 
wrong at some point on the road 
with that van.” 

Two years of steady indie h 
eventually exploded in 2004 for Jere- 
my Greenspan and Didemus in one 
of the greatest triumphs of the Inter- 
net as an unbiased promotional tool. 
You weren't just attracted to 
Greenspan’s scientifically penned 
tales of woe because of the careful 
craft. 

They made you move too, as his 
and original member Johnny Dark’s 
love of dance and soul music shone 
through brightly on tracks like 
“Birthday” and “High Come 
Down.” Dark left before Last Exit 
was signed to major indie label 
Domino and Didemus, a friend with 
musical and production knack, 


joined in. 

Didemus is-relieved that So This Is 
Goodbye has been so well received by 
critics as so much has changed. 

“We were definitely nervous 
before the record came out,” he 
admits. “We were conscious of what 
some people had thought and we 
were wondering if people would 
take to it. We didn’t want to pander 
to fans and critics. If we've alienated

Holy Fuck channels influence 
from almost every corner of the 
musical landscape: their improvised 
methodology would elicit some fans 
to notice a free jazz/free music inspi- 
ration, others might find that Holy 
Fuck is the one dance band around 
right now with the firmest root in 
noise rock, and others more may see 





start with a preset on a keyboard, 
like ‘jungle’ or ‘disco,’ but what we 
did with Beans is take all his backing 
tracks and basically run them 
through all our stuff. It was actually 
kind of easy, it was just the first time 
we'd ever had to sit down and 
rehearse. It was the only time we've 
ever rehearsed.” 

Another thing that sets Holy Fuck 
apart from other dance bands is their 
connection to and passion for noise 
music. The no-holds-barred 
approach to music-making and the 
attitudes that go along with it are 
omnipresent in Holy Fuck’s music 
Your average dance band doesn’t 
use a 35mm film synchronizer as an 
instrument, for example, and they 
certainly don’t run that equipment 
through a rack of effects pedals the

Holy Fuck as a modern version of 
the original intention of punk rock 
Perhaps this diversity in sound and 
style is what prompted New York 
avant-garde hip-hop hero Beans to 
hire Holy Fuck as his backing band 
“Beans checked us out,” 
Borcherdt recalls. “We still weren't 
much of a band. It was just friends 
getting together, and he happened to 
catch one of those shows, and he has 
just been a really strong support. | 
was just really excited and nervous 
when I got the phone call from him, 
and we were all like ‘Okay, well, one 
of our first shows is Coachella.’ And 
then we started working stuff out.” 
The adjustment in going from a 
local Toronto improv-noise-dance 
collective to a fully functional band 
was something that went hand-in- 
hand with the decision to back 
Beans, Borcherdt admits. “Tt was just 
one of those things, we had to wrap 
our head around what we were 
going to do. With Holy Fuck, we just

size of a small house. But, then 
again, Holy Fuck is not your average 
dance band 

‘There's a lot of celebration in 
noise,” Borcherdt notes. “Whether 
it's people honking their horns at a 
big soccer game, or kids with whis- 
tles at a birthday party; celebration is 
loud, noisy, and a big part of our 
lives. For a while, the only bands 
that were having fun at shows were 
jam band kids in the hackie-sack 
world, and | was kind of jealous of 
that. We should all be having a blast 
when we go to shows. Let down 
your guard.” 

Borcherdt pauses and then contin- 
ues, closing on a great note. “You 
know, punk rock and dance music 
are very similar,” Borcherdt 
declares, hopefully inciting some 
sort of scandal somewhere. “They’re 
both about social things. If I have 
something to say, I’m going to say it, 
and I’m not going to sit on my ass.”

‘90s, emo has been forever linked 

with science-fiction movies. Life- 
time's retrospective Somewhere In the 
Swamps of Dagobah and the Promise 
Ring’s Boys and Girls and Alpha-Dra- 
conians are both prime examples of 
this. Even the Get Up Kids’ Some- 
thing to Write Home About was origi- 
nally titled Something to Phone Home 
About, until pending lawsuits from 
Spielberg and company forced them 
to change the album’s name. 

Okay, we're bending the truth a 
bit, of course, but Fields to Flood 
honour a sci-fi landmark on their 
new EP Adjacent Cranes and Subjec- 
tive Things with a tip of the hat to 
Ridley Scott’s 1982 classic, Blade 
Runner. 

“You listen to that soundtrack, 
and you're like—this rules!” 
exclaims guitar player and vocalist 
Rob Batke. “One of our songs was 
inspired by the movie's colder synth 
tones, but the drumming is all 
acoustic.” 

Those hoping for a drum machine 
filled cyber punk-out will have to 
keep searching, but what listeners 
can expect from the four-song EP is 
thoughtful and math-y indie rock 








with a penchant for grand, sweeping 
moments, recorded masterfully by 
former Floor member Graham 
Lessard. 

“We just wanted to ee some- 
thing we were really proud of,” pro- 
claims Batke, whose baby face and 
soft-spoken tone make him out to be 
the most sincere guy you've ever 
met. “Two of the songs were older 
ones that we demo-ed a couple of 
summers ago with (Nrmls 
Wlcm/Shout Out-er) Nik Kozub. 
But at the time we weren't really 
prepared to go into the studio. This 
time around we had more of a vision 
for the songs, and Graham did a 
really great job producing them.”

recording and touring, having 
booked their own shows on a hand- 
ful of trips to Vancouver and back.

would end up being so much fun.” 

Lyrically, the songs on Adjacent 
Cranes and Subjective Things vary, 
from the “obligatory girl songs” to 
words inspired by the Bible.

That the club has 
survived, and thrived, is due in large part to 
the dedication and musical savvy of Peter 
Pirquet, who has been assembling the talent 
gracing the Full Moon's stage for the past 
wo les. This season the club is present- 
ing a diverse palette of music those touches 
on iroditional folk bluegrass, blues, and 
some Hid best singer/songwriters on the 
circuit é 

“Ys all about balance, and not just a bal- 
ance of musical styles, but a balance of old 
and new; the familiar and the unfamiliar,” 
says Pirquet. “When we started we thought 
we'd just feature local talent, then Alberta tal- 
ent. Now we book from around the world 
while trying to keep that local component.” 

Familiar names this year that always sell 
well include Nashville's Kieran Kane and 
Kevin Welch in early November and Eng- 
land's Jez Lowe and the Bad Pennies, who 
close the season in April. 

“We've also booked a band that is pretty 
much unknown around here, The Bluehouse. 
They are huge at home in Australia and we 
will break them in Edmonton. We'll also 
have the award winning acoustic blues 
group Hot Toddy, based in Nova Scotia. It's 
very tempting to just book bands from the 
States or overseas,” explains Pirquet, “but we 
keep that local component in with our open- 
ing acts and our ‘Songs in the Round’ that 
features the best of local singer/songwriters.

Eliza Gilkyson makes her way to the Full 
Moon's stage at St. Basil's this weekend, A 
third generation musician, Gilkyson has been 
on the scene since the early ’70s, spending 
the majority of her career in the Southwest 
and Texas, building a loyal fan base. 

She's released 10 discs, and received a 
Grammy nomination for 2004's Land of Milk 





and Honey. Currently, she’s riding the huge 
artistic success of last years’ Red House 
Records recording, Paradise Hotel.

A WOMAN AND HER GUITAR: THAT'S WHAT 
the blues are made of. 

For Roxanne Potvin, the blues have 
always found an entrance to her veins, but 
somewhere, embedded within the curly red 
hair and innate sophistication, soul has got 
ten mixed in with all sorts of youthful jubi- 
lance. The Gatineau native’s music is Hed 
with-R&B, pop, and jazz, a medley that ulfi- 
mately illustrates the singer/songwriter/gui- 
tarist’s love for music, as well how she views 
her life experiences. 

‘When | started playing music at 15, 
that's where my sound came from: listening 
to blues records and R&B,” Potvin says 
“Now, | find that | draw upon anything bat 
feels good fo me. 

“My songs are usually very personal,” she 
continues. “l want to be able to relate to the 
songs that | sing, and mean what | say when 


I say it. More often than not, my songs will 
be inspired by something that happened, or 
something that’s happened and been slightly 
modified. | draw from life.” 

Potvin is very conscious of her sound, and 
although blues tends to be the main under- 
current, much of what ends up being strum 
on her guitar is the result of what feels right 
at the time. Her latest album’s title, The Way 
It Feels, if fairly self-explanatory, and when it 
comes to laying the groundwork for her next 
record, representing where she is in life is 


When Potvin writes songs, there are no 
restrictions regarding style. Just because 
she’s often described as a blues player 
doesn't mean she can't focus on other gen- 
res—letting go and seeing where her music 
will go is what she hopes will come out of her 
next album and, perhaps, what will result 
from future compilations with other musi- 
cians. 

“ve never really tried to write for other 
people,” Potvin says. “I've learned that it’s 
really challenging to write a song and have 





someone else sing it, because I’m so close to 
my music. They're so close to my personal 
experience that | feel like I'm the only one 
that can make sense of it. 

“At the same time, though, as long as 
people can listen to your songs and feel like 
they can relate, that’s the beauty of music,” 
she continues. “That's how you connect to 
people: when they can see themselves in 
your songs. | started collaborating with other 
people as a songwriting team, and it's really 
interesting. It kind of removed me from my 
own head and own experience, and makes 
the song whatever it is, without it being a 
therapeutic kind of thing, an outlet to my The

It's a controversial position, but McKay, 
speaking on a panel called “Canada 
What's Going On in Research, Education 
and Therapy” at the Guelph sexuality confer- 
ence earlier this summer reminds us that 10 
to 15 years ago the buzz word in sexual 


health education for young people was “out- 
ercourse,” in other words, non-intercourse 
based sex 


“Now we're all freaked out because some 
of them took our advice,” he laughs. 

Still, while the media would have you 
believe that feenage girls have tumed into a 
bunch of rainbow-club-membership-toting, 
Hoover vacuum cleaners, Alex McKay says 
that data on the subject is often misinterpret 
ed 

For example, the “teenage oral sex panic” 
was created in large part as a result of 
media stories claiming that anywhere from 
50 to 70 per cent of teenage girls were hav- 
ing oral sex. 

But, says McKay, these reports fail to dis- 
finguish that this percentage is out of the total 
percentage of sexually active teens.

The other problem is that most studies 
lump teens into a wide 15 to 19 age range, 
says McKay 


HOW ACTIVE IS “ACTIVE” 

According to SIECCAN’s own 2004 
Report Card on Adolescent Sexual And 
Reproductive Health in Canada, while 60-70 
per cent of sexually active teens aged 18 
and 19 said they’d engaged in oral sex 
(even once counted), only 20 per cent of sex- 


ually active teens aged 15 said they'd done 
$0. 


What percentage of teens is sexually 
active? 

For teens—male and female—aged 15 to 
17, McKay found that 30 per cent had 
engaged in first intercourse, with 16.5 being 
the average age among this group. By age 
24, this figure rose to about 70 per cent, 

As for the popular notion that kids are 
doing it younger and younger, McKay insists 
the age of first intercourse has. remained 
pretty much steady for the last 10 tol 5 


years. 


One thing that has changed is the number 
of partners sexually active teens say they've 
had. But here again, seems teens aren't the 
floozies we're led to believe they are. The 
According to SIECCAN’s report card, the 
number of teens who'd been with only one 
partner has increased. The number of teens 
with six or more partners decreased 

Still, headlines like the Toronto Sun's 
“Wild World of Teen Sex!” from May of this 
year fuel our paranoia about teenage sexu- 
ality and continue to spread misinformation. 
For example, the Sun article reported both 
an increase in teen pregnancy and Sexually 
Transmitted Infections (STIs), when in fact, 
says McKay, teen Pregnancy rates have 
been declining for years and are at an all 
time low in Canada. 

As for increased rates of STls, McKay 
does admit they're on the rise, but credits this 
at least in part to raised awareness and 
increased testing. In fact in the '90s, before 
the Teen Sex Panic years, most STI rates 
were declining. 

That's not to say there aren’t genuine con- 
cerns, says McKay, rates of Chlamydia 
being one of the most alarming. 


HOW ABOUT A LITTLE EDUCATION? 
And condom use is still an issue but 
again, young teens aren't the major concem. 
According to McKay's research, condom use 
is higher among them than older teens that 
often. abandon condom use when they start 
using another form of birth control. They 
believe STIs aren't an issue, he says, because

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they say their partner is “faithful” or because 
he or she “looked clean.” 

Frankly, this kind of naiveté is more 
alarming to me than a teenager giving 
someone a blowjob. 

And the media's no help on that front. 

‘It's hard enough to get good sex-positive 
education in schools,” says McKay. “It’s even 
harder if we're operating on this notion that 
civilizafion is crashing pias because teens 
have gone wild.”

In 2003, the Canadian ment 
lished Sexual Health seh-agtehlics, 
but they are just that, guidelines Sex educa- 
tion in Canadian Schools varies from 
province to province, board to board, school 
to school, and classroom to classroom, 
explains McKay. According to a New 
Brunswick study, he says, most students 
r having ved no sex education 
or rated what they did get as poor. 

Instead of freaking out about what young 
people may or may not be doing sexually, 
Nidisy-wiands wa teas focus on how and 





when they leam about it. And the younger 
the better. 

“We've lowered the age to Grade Seven 
and Eight in some cases, but Id like to see 
sex education as low as Grades Five and 
Six,” says McKay. “We need to get to kids 
before they become sexually active.”
